Edmonton the Starting Point for 
Navigation By River and Lake 
to the Bay 


Ottawa, Oct. 10. — Reports fro 
Major Moodie show that Chesterfiel 
Inlet and Baker Lake, opening from 
Hudson’s Bay, are navigable. for fair 
sized steamers about a hundred miles 
inland. It is the intention of the 
Comptroller of the Northwest Mount- 
ed Police to make use of this stretch 
of navigable water to establish com- 
munication between Hudson’s Bay 
and Edmonton by way of Chesterfield 
inlet, Baker Lake, Great Slave Lake 
and the Athabasca River, The at- 
tempt will probably be made next 
summer, when a smali steamer will 
be ready for police work on Hud- 
son’s Bay.

THE CAPITAL ISSUE 

Ottawa Free Press: Ottawa may 
have a model school for the train- 
ing of separate school teachers. 
Should the customary grant for such 
an institution be received from the 
Ontario Government, to whom the 
Board has already made applica- 
tion, it is quite likely the training 
schoo! will be established. A pew 
building will not be erected, bui ene 
of the separate schools or part of 
one would be devoted to that pur- 
pose. In the new model school teach- 
ers who have now to go to Planiag- 
enet would be 2ble to obtain their 
certificates.

The schoo! system of Ontario per- 
mits separate trainimg of the in- 
spectors who superintend the work- 
ing of the public and separate schools 
of that Province. All Alberta school 
imspectors have and must have 
uniform training, and, qualifications. 

Yet it was the experience of the 
working of the Ontarie school sys- 
tem which fead the Conservatives of 
Ontario to begin a campaign 
against the present school system of 
Alberta which led the Conservatives 
of this Province away from _ the} 
teachings of their own history and 
their own judgment and made them 
participants’ m an agitation which 
ihey had condemned. The campaign 
against the school system was bOL 
born in the west nor of knowl- 
edge of the system against which it 
was launched.

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“Of course readers of the Herald 
know that this paper has advocated 
the incoming of the Hill lines in 
Alberta and is the only paper in 
Calgary that has touched, upon the 
subject. The Herald stands fer rail- 
road competition in the best sense.” 
The strong Canadian sentiment of 

the alleged railway policy of the pat- 
riotic Herald will be at once appar- 
ent. The humor of the situation will 
be more appreciated if the reader re- 
calls the strenuous fight put up by 
the Herald’s friends during the last 
session of Parliament to prevent the 
“Hill lines” grossing the border into 
Rritish Columbia. 

If this supposed policy agreed with 
the Hereld’s record it would be but 
another witness that the Herald 
stands for the mainitenance of rail- 
way monopoly. The proposal of the 
“Hill lines” entering Alberta m any 
effectual manner has never assumed 
definite or tangible form. That the 
Herald claims to prefer an unsubstan- 
tial and visionary railway scheme to 
one now in the process of actual ac- 
complishment cannot be construed as 
a manifestation of anxiety for rail- 
way competition. 

Nor would the entrance of the Hil} 
lines Introduce in any measure to be 
compared to that assured by the con- 
struction of the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
the principle of railway competition 
into Alberta. To that portion of the 
Province fying south of Calgary it 
would bring the comparatively inef- 
fectual competition of a route. of 
equal or greater length than the C. 
P. R., to the Atlantic and Pacifia 
seaboards, and to the central and 
northern portions of the Province 
even fess than this. 


The contention of the Builetin re- 


{mains unshaken that the only effee- 


tive railway competition offered the 
city of Calgary is that assured by 
the construction of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific and that in assailing the rapid 
construction of this line the Herald 
makes war upon the future of its 
ownr’ city.
